Soil Conservation to Be Stressed 


Soil conservetion will predominate in the activities 
of the AAA during the coming months, The 1940 AAA Progrem 
places mors emphasis on conservation than in previous 
years, There is ample opportunity to stress conservation 
in AAA information materials, both that which originates 
in Washington and the states. State offices should hava 
information for localized releases on the conservation 
program as it epplies to the states. 

An extensive radio series titled, "TODAY'S SOIL FOR 
TODAY AND TOMORROW", (explained more fully elsewhere in 
this section) has been planned for the Farm and Heme Hour 


to emphasize the importance of conservation practices en-

couraged by the AAA, A series of weekly news releases is 
also being planned, These will point out important con= 
servation problems and how the AAA helps farmere to meet 
these problems.
